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From  The  Desk  of 
Rabbi  Kerfxer 

ALTHOUGH  the  Talmud  is  an  un¬ 
known  book  to  most  people,  and 
its  stories  and  parables  familiar  to  but 
a  small  fraction  of  Jewry,  there  is  one 
incident  that  has  been  repeated  often 
enough  so  that  it  has  become  a  popuiai 
folk-tale,  a  text  for  countless  sermons 
and  the  occasion  for  many  an  essay.  It 
concerns  the  great  Hillel,  dean  of  all 
the  rabbis  of  ancient  days.  A  heathen  is 
reported  to  have  asked  the  saintly  teach¬ 
er:  “Tell  me  all  there  is  to  the  Jewish 
faith  while  I  stand  on  one  foot.”  Where¬ 
upon  the  patient  rabbi  replied  with  the 
capsule-like  formula  of  the  golden  rule 
in  its  Jewish  form. 

Recently  Dr.  Mordecai  Kaplan  coined 
one  of  his  delightful  boil-mots  in  refer¬ 
ence  to  Hillel  and  the  heathen :  there  are 
some  people  who  want  to  know  the  an¬ 
swer  while  standing  on  one  foot,  when 
they  themselves  don’t  have  a  leg  to  stand 
on. 

1  hesitate  to  assume  the  role  of  the 
heathen’s  advocate,  but  I  sometimes 
wonder  whether  the  heathens  are  not  so 
common  as  the  Hillels.  There  are  few 
who  would  dare  expect  a  ready-made 
formula  of  Judaism  in  one  breath;  but 
there  is  rather  a  common  impulse  on  the 
part  of  some  of  us  to  offer  a  phrase  or  a 
sentence  to  express  the  essence  of  the 
Jewish  faith.  It  just  can’t  be  done. 

Our  tradition  has  been  likened  to  an 
ocean— not  limitless,  yet  vast  and  be¬ 
yond  the  scope  of  any  individual,  no 
matter  how  broad  his  horizon  or  pro¬ 
found  his  knowledge.

thesis,  it  is  Prof.  Louis  Ginzberg,  the 
beloved  scholar  of  the  Seminary ,  who 
is  marking  his  75th  birthday  this  week, 
ken  yirbu. 

When  I  think  of  Dr.  Ginzberg,  almost 
automatically  I  think  of  Albert  Einstein, 
whose  mind  has  most  nearly  approached 
cosmic  proportions.  For  the  tremendous 
world  of  Judaism,  its  history,  its  litera¬ 
ture,  its  philosophy  and  its  moral  teach¬ 
ings  has  been  absorbed  in  this  one  mind; 
its  teachings  categorized  in  an  orderly 
fashion,  its  literature  distilled  and  in¬ 
terpreted  with  the  thoroughness  which 
only  a  "cosmic  mind  can  achieve. 

Rabbi  Steinberg  and  I  could  regale 
you  with  many  an  experience  which  wc 
had  as  Professor  Ginzberg’s  disciples. 
He  is  blessed  with  a  perfect  photographic 
memory,  or  to  be  more  exact,  the  memo¬ 
ry  of  an  electronic  adding-machine.  I 
recall  that  he  was  the  only  instructor 
who  kept  no  attendance  records,  but  at 
the  end  of  the  vear  he  would  remind  the 
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negligent  student  in  a  firm  but  gentle 
manner  that  he  had  been  absent  on  the 
mornings  of  Oct.  17th,  November  the 
9th,  December  the  4th,  etc.  And  unfortu¬ 
nately  for  the  student,  he  was  never 
wrong. 

His  “Legends  of  the  Jews”,  his  “Stu¬ 
dents  Scholars  and  Saints”,  his  editing  of 
the  Jerusalem  Talmud,  are  among  a  le¬ 
gion  of  classics  which  will  some  day  give 
our  generation  a  lustre  in  Jewish  history 
that  few  centuries  can  outshine. 

A  lovable  human  being,  a  masterful 
teacher,  and  above  all  an  inspiring  schol¬ 
ar,  Louis  Ginzberg  completes  his  75th 
year  with  the  world  in  his  debt.  We  pray 
that  he  may  be  restored  to  health  and 
that  he  may  be  blessed  with  length  of 
years  to  continue  to  enrich  Israel  and 
humanity.

Campaign  Launched  For 
Kits  To  Israeli  Army 

Contributions  From  Congregation 
Urged  To  Celebrate  Hanukkah 

A  campaign  was  launched  this  month 
by  Material  for  Israel  to  provide  kits 
for  every  soldier  in  Israel.  It  is  espe¬ 
cially  timely  that  the  campaign  be  an¬ 
nounced  during  this  Hanukkah  season. 
.  when  gifts  are  traditionally  exchanged. 

These  kits  are  similar  to  the  packages 
provided  by  the  Red  Cross  to  American 
boys  during  World  War  II.  They  con¬ 
tain  underwear,  toilet  articles,  a  cigar¬ 
ette  lighter,  and  other  essentials.  Sepa¬ 
rate  kits  have  been  asseinpled  for  men 
and  for  women  members  of  the  Israeli 
army,  each  containing  those  small  neces¬ 
sities  which  help  to  lighten  the  burden 
of  battle  for  the  gallant  defenders  of 
Israel. 

In  a  letter  received  this  week  from 
Colonel  Ben  Artzi,  quartermaster  foi 
the  Israel  Army,  he  stated,  “These  kits 
will  be  of  inestimable  value  to  the  sol¬ 
dier  of  Israel.  They  will  not  only  pro¬ 
vide  him  with  a  few  of  the  comforts  of 
civilian  life;  they  will  express,  what  is 
more  important,  the  concern  and  faith 
the  American  people  have  for  our  fight¬ 
ing  men.” 

Contents  of  Kit 

Each  kit,  which  costs  $10,  will  contain 
the  following:  For  men:  underwear 
socks,  handkerchiefs,  toilet  articles,  tow¬ 
els,  razor,  flashlight,  cigarettes,  cigarette 
lighter,  candy,  writing  paper  and  pen. 
For  women:  underwear,  nylon  hose, 
towels,  handkerchiefs,  scarf,  toilet  arti¬ 
cles,  flashlight,  lipstick,  powder,  candy, 
writing  paper  and  pen. 

The  sponsors  of  “Kits  for  the  Army  oi 
Israel”  emphasize  the  importance  of  en¬ 
closing  a  personal  letter  in  each  package 
which  is  sent  to  Israel.  They  feel  that 
the  “person  to  person”  approach  between 
the  sender  and  the  recipient  of  the  kit 
will  play  an  important  part  in  raising 
the  morale  of  the  Israeli  soldier,  in  that 
these  letters  will  bring  home  to  the  Is¬ 
raeli  fighter  the  knowledge  that  America 
is  wholeheartedly  with  him  in  his  fight 
against  the  Arab  aggressors.
